indifferent value, according to their worth in the Towns and Places where.

the wiſeſt and graveſt then preſent, and conſent of the patient or paticnts 
if they be ment1s cempotes, much leſs — to ſuch advice and conſent ; 
upon ſuch ſevere puniſhment as the nature of the fact may deſerve, which 
Law 'nevertheleſs, is not intended to diſcourage any from all lawfull uſe 
of their $kill, but ratker to incourage and direct them in the right uſe 
thereof, and inhibit ard reſtreine the preſumptuous arrogancy of ſuch as 
through yrefidence of their own kill, or any other ſiniſter reſpects, dare 
boldly attempt to excerciſe any violence upon or towards the bodyes of 
young or old, one or other, to the prejudice or hazard of the life orhmbe

for the time being, ſhall, from time to time have full Power and Authori- 
ty to make and eſtabliſh all ſuch Orders, Statutes and Conſtitutions, as 
they ſhall ſee neceſſary for the Inſtituting, Guiding and fucthering- of the 
ſaid Colledge, -and ſeveral members thereof, from time to time, in Piety, 
Morallity and Learning, and alſo to diſpoſe, order and mannage to the uſe 
' and behoofe' of the: ſaid Colledge and members thereof, all Gifts, Legacies, 
Bequeaths, Revenues, Lands and Donations, as either have been, are, or 
ſhall be Conferred, Beſtowey, or any wayes ſhall fall,or come to the ſaid Col- 
ledge. And whereas it may come to paſs, that many of the ſaid Magiſtrates 
and faid Elders may be abſent, or otherwiſe noeyes about other weighty 
Aﬀaires ,” when the ſaid Colledge may need their preient Help and 


Counſell; It is therefore Ordered, that the greater number of Viagiltrates' 


.and Elders, which ſhall be preſent with the Preſident, ſhall have the Power 


of the whole; Provided that if any Conſtitution, Order or Orders by them 


made, ſhall be found hurtfull unto the ſaid Colledge, or the members 
thercof,” or to the Weal-publick, then upon Appeal of the Party or Parties 
grieved, unto the company of Overſeers firſt mentioned, they thall Re- 


pcal the ſaid Order or Orders (if they ſhall ſee cavſe) at their next meeting,” 
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or ſtand accountable thereof to the next General Court. [16 36. 40. 42.]

ment of a Freſcent: This Court takeing the ſame into their ſerious con- 
ſidergtion, ard funding that though meny Fropeſiticns kave been made for a 
voluntary Contribution, yet nothing bath kitherto been ebtained from ſeverall 
perſons ard Temnes, although ſcme have dere wery liberally and freely, and 
fear;ng lect we ſhould ſhew our ſelves ungratefull to God, or unfaikfull to 
poſterity, if ſo gcod a Seminary of Knowledge and Virtue ſhould fall to the 
ground thiough any neglet of ours ;

hand; and in cale of any Owner refuſing, or by reaſon of neglect or ab- 
ſence, or not able to provide for the ſetting forth his part, the Maſter of 
fuch Ship or Veſtel may take up upon the Bottome, for the ſetting forth 
of the ſaid part, the which being defrayed, the remainder of the income 
of ſuch part to be paid by the Maſter to the ſaid Owner. 


SECT, IL 


And in cafe of Fraightment, where any Owner fall refiiſe to afſent 
to the letting out of Ship or Veſſel, where he is intereſſed, ſuch diſſenter

Poſſeſſions intend the confirmation of T.and to the 
Poſſeſlor, where the Graunt of the ſaid Land was to another perſon, and 
the Poſſeſſor nothing to ſhow for the Aſlienation thereof but his Poſleſſion 
according to that Law? The Court reſolves this on the Affirmative, 
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
